Admiral Togo planned an ambuscade by 
sending in n small squadron hi the hope 
of drawing out the Russian commander 
to the open and then cutting off his 
escape. The Associated iPress learns 
that the location of six mines planted by 
the Yensel were unknown, the charts 
having been lost when that vessel went 
down. Probably it was one of these 
mines that the battleship struck. 

PRIiDE OF THE NAVY. 
Admiral Makflroffs death is really a 
greater loss than would be the loss of 
several battleships. The pride of the 
navy was ho, and ilie enjoyed the confi- 
dence of the Emperor as well as of the 
officers and men. Speaking of Ids (loath 
officers here remarked on the strange 
fatality that ho should lose his life on 
the hea vily-arinored battleship, to which 
he had a particular aversion. This 
unoming, for the first time, he raised 
his Hag on a battleship. Previously he 
'had gone out on hoard the cruiser Novik 
or the cruiser Askold. It was at tho 
urgent request of his friends that he did 
not risk his life in this fashion and 
had transferred his flag to the Petro- 
pavlovsk. 

THE CZAK'S OHO ICE. 
It i.s now an open secret that Vice- 
Admira! Makaroff was not anxious to 
resign his command of Crousfcadt to go 
to tho Far East. This necessitating 
him leaving his wife and family, Unit 
the Emperor held such a high opinion 
of him that he declined to consider other 
candidates, although it was pointed out 
that 'Rear- Admiral Rojestvensky, chief 
of the general staff of the navy, who 
has just been appointed to command 
the Baltic squadron, and who is now 
destined to succeed Makaroff, as well as 
others, were anxious to distinguish them- 
selves. The Emperor, in his summons 
to Vice-Adimrnl Makaroff, said: "My 
choice has fallen upon you, and I will 
not take a refusal." and so the Admiral 
went to the Pur East.

DESTROYERS' ATT E > I P.T. 
As wo drew near Port Arthur we 
found there were two lirst class and 
lour second class cruisers which hud 
been left in cover the early morning at- 
tempt of the destroyers to cripple some 
of the Russian warships under cover 
of darkness. The battleships and tho 
two cruisers on signal from the flagship 
hoisted their sun-rayed battle flags and 
sailed at an eight knot rate in single 
formation, with the Miksha in the lead 
and the Nisshin and Kasaga bringing 
up the roar to within six miles of Port 
Arthur's .frowning promontory. 

I5ATTEUIES OPEN FIRE. 
At 1.20 a.m. the shore batteries open- 
-1 fire liimn the Japanese fleet, but the 
'o was of only a desultory nature and 
peeined to be undirected. Admiral 
Togo's vessels fired their batteries with 
their usual expertness, but the bombard- 
ment seemed designed more for demon- 
stration purposes than with a view of 
accomplishing much actual damage. 
Ihreo times ihe Japanese squadron cir- 
cled the front of the Russian position, 
and at 12 o'clock the "cease firing" 
signal was hoisted and Admiral Togo 
withdrew his fleet, it was an inspiring 
sight to see Ihe manner in which tho 
great, fighting machines wore manoeu- 
vred. The baltleships working in close 
to shore and well under the guns of the 
bind forts, while the less heavily pro- 
tected craft copied the movements of 
the battleships hilt at a greater instanco 
from the shore, and therefore in a less, 
exposed position. 

RUSSIAN ships mm. 

Although we went as close to the 
land as we dared, and much closer 11 an 
We over hud boon hitherto, we saw no 
signs of tho Russian fleet. 

Only one shell from the land fell near 
us, and it exploded immediately itpon 
coming into contact with the water. 

The Japanese manoeuvred continu- 
ously at the eighteen knot speed, and 
so far as I could see suffered no dam- 
age.

London, April 18.— The 'House of 
Commons today, by a vote of 270 to 107, 
adopted a resolution sanctioning the 
employment of Iuddan_ troops on the 
political mission to Thibet. 

■War Secretary Brodrick, introducing 
the resoluitioni read a telegram from Col. 
Youuigliiisliuml. the political agent at tlm 
bead of the mission, to the effect that 
Colonel MueDounld, an command of tihe 
escort, readied 1 'his goal, Gyangtso, Thi- 
bet, April 11, witibout the loss of a man, 
The telegram added that the Thibetans 
were highly demoralized and were flee- 
ing from the Gyaugtse valley; that the 
Ohinese delegate was coming in and that 
the Thibetan delegates were on their 
way to Gyaugitse, 

Mr. Brodrick proceeded to defend Lho 
British action, saying that while the 
Thibetans were trying to circumscribe 
their relations with India, they simul- 
taneously were attempting to open up 
relations with Russian. The British 
government could not acquiesce in any 
change in the status quo in Thibet, nor 
countenance an attempt on the part 
of any foreign government to establish 
a predominant interest there. 

Great. Britain, declared Mr. Brodrick, 
bad no desire to occupy nor establish 
a permanent mission in Thibet, 'but tflxo 
government was absolutely resolved that 
if any power is to be predominant in 
Thibet, it must be Great Britain. 

The Liberal leader. Sir Henry Camp- 
bell-Banneranan, warmly criticized and 
condemned the mission, and the "slaugh- 
ter of the Thibetans," declaring that 
liltr. B rod rick's explanations of the 
reasons of the mission were wholly in- 
sullicient. The debate ended with a 
short speech by Premier Balfour, declar- 
ing the mission had no ulterior object. 
The last tiling the government desired, 
lie said, was to add to its Indian fron- 
tier responsibilities.

Adjutant General Administering Mar- 
tial Law Reads Judges a Lecture. 

Telluride, Colo., April II!. — Adjutant 
General Sherman M. Bell, who, yester- 
day announced bis intention to arrest 
District Judge Theron Stevens because 
of his criticism from the bench of Gov- 
ernor Pcahody and the state military 
authorities who are enforcing mfirt'hl 
law in San Miguel county, today made 
another statement on the subject, in 
which bo conceded that a judge "is 
immune and free from arrest, and civil 
iproeess in the performance of his duty 
and in the exercise of his judicial func- 
tions while sitting on the bench.''

Vancouver, April 12.— Tho Fraser 
River Canners' Association has antici- 
pated tho annual threats of strike by 
the salmon fishermen, and today fixed 
the rate to be pa itl for sockeycs at lit) 
cents per fish. 'Last year the canners 
offered the fishermen the choice of a liar 
rate of 12 cents per fish or a sliding 
scale, the latter being accepted by the 
fishermen. The rate now offered is the 
highest jpaid for four years, 

Chinese contractors held a meeting to- 
day and decided not to tunko contracts 
for packing fish unless tho canners 
guaranteed 75 per cent, of their con- 
tracts. These contractors provide the 
labor for packing tho salmon inside the 
canneries, and claim to have lost money 
through the poor catches of recent 
years. 

An advance in the ipriee of packing 
salmon has also been demanded by tho 
Chinese contractors. They ask 50 cents 
per finished case instead of -IS cents, 
and the difference, if granted, will 
amount to £10,000 in the course of the 
season. 

The 'Chinese -who make a btu : nr:ss of 
contracting with the canners put up ihe 
jiriee, so they slate, because of the 
scarcity of labor this year as cunpared 
with past seasons. They announce that 
the increase in the bead tax on Chinese 
entering the country has cut off all im- 
migration and that Chinese laboi is be- 
coming very scarce. 

They- state that since January be- 
tween 1,500 mid 2.000 Chinese have 
gone from this coast to points in the 
Xortlnvest and to Eastern Canada. The 
contractors here are therefore going to 
take every advantage of the exclusion 
of their countrymen from Canada.

Captain's Prompt Action Saves 
the Magazine From Being 
Fired. 



Pensacola, Fla., Aiprii 13.— By the ex- 
plosion of 2,000 pounds of powder in 
the after 12-iucb turret and the hand- 
ling room of the battleship Missouri, 
'Captain S. W. Cowles, commanding, 21) 
men were instantly killed and live in- 
jured, of whom two will die. The Mis- 
souri was on the target range with the 
Texas and Brooklyn at practice about 
noon, •when a charge of powder in the 
112-inch left band gun ignited from 
gases, exploded and dropping below 
igited four charges of powder in the 
handling room, and all exploded. Only 
one of the etitire turret and handling 
crews survived. 

But for the prompt and efficient ac- 
tion of Capt. Cowles in Hooding the 
handling room and magazine with wa- 
ter, one magazine would have exploded 
and the ship would have been destroy- 
ed. Capt. Cowles, completely over- 
come hy the accident, refers all news- 
papermen to Lieut. Hammer, the ordn- 
ance officer. The hitler gave out a 
statement of the explosion and its prob- 
able cause. According to him, about 
noon after the first pointer of the after 
12-inch piece had fired his string and 
the second pointer had tired the third 
shot of bis string the charge ignited. 
T'he fourth shot was being loaded, ami 
from all indications the first half of the 
charge had been ramm'ed home and the 
second section was being rammed home 
whin gases from the shot previously 
tired or .portions of the cloth cover 
ignited the powder. 

The breech was open and a dull thud 
gave noii.-e id' something unusual. No 
loud report was beard but (lames were 
seen to leap from every portion of the 
turret. A few seconds later another 
explosion somewhat with more force 
fol. owed. This was in the handling 
room below, where 1,000 pounds of 
powder or four charges, ready to he 
hoisted above, bad ignited. Eire quar- 
ters were sounded anil every man of 
thv-m responded and the magazine and 
handling rooms were Hooded with wa- 
ter. In less than live seconds after the 
first explosion two streams of water 
were being played in the same room, 
and when volunteers were called for 
every man responded, eager to go into 
the turret, room and rescue the crew. 
Capt. Cowles gave his command aid 
hut for his presence of mind and that 
of the officers of the ship the Miss can 
would have gone down. 

'The second explosion occurnc-d near 
one of the magazines ami so hot '.'.as 
the ifire that the brass work of the 
magazines was melted. Smoke from 
the fuse and powder made it impossible 
to enter the turret and handling room, 
but officers ami men. with handkerchiefs 
over their faces made efforts to resell' 
the men inside. Leading the res.-tie 
party was Capt. Cowles. The officers 
endeavored to keep lnm from going ne- 
low. as men fell unconscious as they 
entered and bad to be pulled out by 
their comrades, but unheeding their ad- 
vice tho captain rushed below, followed 
hy Lieut. Hammer, the ordnance officer, 
and Lieut. Clelland David. 

Ca.pt a in Cowles caught up a dying 
bluejacket ill bis arms and staggered 
to the deck with him. The bluejacket 
with two others, from the handling 
room, hail erawlied partly from th dr 
place of duly when they had been ov-i- 
ceme. Before the fumes of the burn- 
inu' powder had left the turret, offlce-s 
and men were laying out tho dead and 
dying aft. Three minutes after 'hp 
explosion, oil were on deck and tho 
surgeons from the Missouri, Texas and 
Brooklyn were attending to those rot 
dead. The twenty-live men of tiie tur- 
ret were found lying in a heap.

THE POINT ELLICE BRIDGE 
(LOAN DIVERTING BIVLiAiW. 

Today the approval of the citizens is 
asked to what is known as the Point 
Ellke Bridge Loan Diverting By-law. 
We do not suppose Bhere will lie any 
votes cast dn opposition to this By-law, 
tot it appears that there is some mis- 
understanding among some citizens as to 
the object <>C the By-law. Briefly it 
ouay be said that it is simply a teclmi- 
leal matter necessary to meet, the re- 
quirements of tlie provisions of theiMuul- 
cipai Clauses Act. It will be remember- 
ed that: the money required to rebuild 
the Point Ellice bridge was provided 
.by a loan auithoriised by the citizens of 
$75,000; by a grant from the Govern- 
ment of $30,000, and by a contribution 
front the 'Electric Railway Company of 
$20,000. There will be a surplus left 
after the cost of the bridge is defrayed 
of from $10,000 to $14,000. Under the 
Jaw this cannot be utilized by the City 
■for other purposes without the consent 
of the taxpayers, and it is for this 
treason that they are asked to approve 
this By-law. The City proposes to re- 
place the Roek Bay bridge by an 
embankment; imbed, it is under obliga- 
tion to do so, and will use this surplus 
from, the Point Ellice bridge for that 
object. Otherwise it would either have 
to make a separate loan for that pur- 
pose or increase the rate of taxation 
in order to provide funds from the ap- 
propriation for public works. It will bo 
seen, therefore, that there is every 
reason to support this By-law. With 
the James Bay causeway, the Point 
Ellico bridge and the embankment at 
Rook Bay all completed, the citizens 
may be congratulated on the accomplish- 
ment of three very important and desir- 
able civic improvements. 



MINISTERIAL V AC ILLAff ION. 

■ Contemporaneously with the recogni- 
tion by the Victoria Board of Trade of 
Mr. Riley's exertions to secure the ap- 
proval of the Minister of Marine and 
(Fisheries to the use of traps in the sal- 
mon fishery, conies a despatch from 
•Ottawa that after all no action may be 
taken this year in the matter by the 
Department, with the result that things 
will remain in statu quo. General dis- 
appointment and surprise was express- 
ed yesterday in the city at the report 
from Ottawa that appeared in our col- 
umns. It had been clearly understood 
that the government had fully consider- 
ed the question; had obtained such in- 
formation on the subject as was neces- 
sary to enable it to reach a conclusion 
nnd upon that had decidied that, in the 
interest of the fishery nnd of the prov- 
ince generally, it was expedient and de- 
sirable to meet the situation brought 
about by the use of traps on the other 
side of the boundary, by permitting the 
construction of traps in eligible loca- 
tions in British Columbia waters. So 
■well and generally was this understood, 
that, as announced in our columns some 
days ago, one of the leading cannery- 
men of Victoria bad already com- 
menced the construction of traps in the 
vicinity of this city. It is admitted 
that at pwsent the use of traps in our 
waters is to some extent of an experi- 
mental character and for (hat reason it 
is desirable in the interests of the lisli- 
vry that no unnecessary delay should 
occur in solving the question by actual 
results. Any delay now Mill make it 
impossible to eomidete the traps in time 
for this season's operations and the un- 
certainty now caused as to the inten- 
tions <>r the government is, therefore, a 
very serious matter. 

It is to be hoped that the representa- 
tives of Victoria, Senator Templomau 
and Mr. Riley, will lose no time in 
making .such representations to Mr. 
Prefontaine ns will cause tlie minister 
to give his authorization for the use of 
traps without any further delay. The 
government^ vacillation in this instance 
is inexplicable as a few weeks ago it 
'was understood that the Minister of 
IMarino ami -Fisheries bad fully decided 
to permit the use of trails. 

The question, although of particular 
local interest t,, Victoria, since the 
operation successfully of traps in the 
vicinity of this city, would almost cer- 
tainly add an important canning indus- 
try to our present industrial activities, 
is one .,f concern to the salmon fishery 
throughout the province. If trap fishing 
becomes general it will make many 
changes in the methods and arrange- 
ments of the cannery interest in which 

very large amounts of capital are in- 
vested, The subject has hcen carefully 
considered 'by the large associations 
Which control the largest part of the 
capital invested in the industry, both 
on the Island and Mainland, and if we 
are net mistaken, communications have 
been made toy theni to the Department 
suggesting what regulations should bo 
made for the conduct of tho business 
under the new conditions that the uho 
of traps will bring about. Practically, 
therefore, any opposition to the estab- 
lishment of traps hy those -whose ex- 
perience and interest entitle their opin- 
ions to consideration, has (been with- 
drawn and this fact makes the govern- 
nnent's present hesitation tho more ex- 
traordinary. 



THE SCHOOL BY-LAW. 

Today tho civic electors are asked to 
voto on n by-law to provide fuuds for 
■die erection of a school building that will 
'be adequate to -tlie demands fw school 
accommodation in . Victoria West. The 
Caete and details about the present «c- 
eonianodatlon itliat is available, and tho 
urgent need for its enlargement and im- 
provement, have been so fully discussed 
during Hie last week or two, that there 
is Jittlo need, to dwell further on these 
matters. There appeals, however, to be 
an idea held by some estimable citizens 
•that the School Trustees, in taking Steps 
to remedy tflie lack of school accommo- 
dation in Victoria West, are, if not not u- { 
ally treating tho public interests in a 
reckless fnshiou, not regarding thenii as 
carefully as they should do. It is dilli- 
oult to follow the line of nrgumient on 
which such n view is based. The 
trustees are interested like any other 
citizen in tho welfare of (the City; they 
are as deeply concerned as their neigh- 
bors that enconuvy should prevail in the 
management of the civic finances. They 
wero elected to the positions -they hold as 
School Trustees by their fcllow-votors, 
and there is aio reason to believe tliat 
the confidence in their prudence nnd 
judgment expressed in their election has 
diminished in the slightest degree.

'HEALTHY PUBLIC SENTIMENT. 

The failure of the citizens to attend 
the so-called wrestling exhibition at the 
Victoria Theatre on Tuesday evening 
may be regarded as a satisfactory re- 
sponse to the protests made against such 
entertainments at Victoria's principal 
theatre. It may also be looked upon 
as an indication 'that public sentiment is 
healthy in regard to the character of the 
amusements provided for popular enter- 
tainment. It is acknowledged every- 
where that Victoria is an exceptionally 
good "show town," as it is called, and 
it. is seldom that the Theatre is opened 
without it being well tilled. Such an 
exception to this rule as occurred on 
Tuesday evening, may, therefore, be re- 
garded with satisfaction and should not 
be ignored by those who cater for the 
entertainment of the public in this City. 
Tlie character of a people may be stud- 
ied in the form and tone of their amuse- 
ments scarcely less than in .their occupa- 
tions and business pursuits. 

Attention 'has been called to the de- 
plorable state of the roadways leading 
to the outer wharf. Already the dust 
along these thoroughfares is many inches 
deep, and -new arrivals who may have the 
misfortune to make the acquaintance of 
Victoria through a baptism of flying 
duet are not likely to form a very favor- 
able impression of the city, nor is such 
an impression boom forgotten.

ivcst 'Fruit Growers' Association held 
in Portland, Ore., was largely attended. 
Tlio association includes in it* mem- 
bership tiif States of Washington, Ore- 
gon, Idaho and Rloutnna, ami the prov- 
jnee of British Columbia. Mr. J ; R. 
Anderson, deputy minister of ngricul- 
turii is vico-presfdent for thi.s province. 
Hvery section was well represent :d, 
and on the opening day the delegates 
were cordially welcomed to Portland in 
an address given 'by Mayor lieorge 11. 
Williams. 

fl'lio convention was in session for 
three days, and many interesting pa- 
pers were read. Among those contrib- 
uting were Prof. L. B. Judsou, Univer- 
city of Idaho; -Mr. A. Von Holderbeke,

Washington comes 
along with another claim a little higher 
up, and Idaho comes in with still an- 
other. Now, gentlemen. Professor 
■(Mark was good enough to give them 
all credit for that today, but character 
is-ed these states as simply gems in the 
crown of California. Now we are per 
tfectly willing, gentlemen, that you 
'should take that view, 'but while we 
concede that these may be gems in the 
crown o£ California. British Columbia 
is the crown itself of the Pacific Const. 
There are exceptions to all rule-, but 
generally speaking like hard wheat ami 
'bailies, the farther north you can grow 
4tj>nles the better the quality. 
' Mr. President. T was much interested 
in an address delivered by ..Mr." A. U. 
Mason of Hood River, on '"Needed Leg- 
islation," and I hope that I may per- 
haps he able to give you a little infor- 
mation that may foe of interest to you. 
In that respect the Dominion of Can- 
ada is in advance of the United States. 
Wo hnvo there what is known as the 
Dominion Fruit Marks Act, which re-

There is a minimum tine of 2o 
cents a package, nod a maximum fine 
of .< 1 a package for anyone neglecting 
to perform that duty, or for packing 
dishonestly, ami we find it has done 
a great deal towards improving the 
class of packages generally, in our fruit 
grade. i might just quote oiu- clause 
from tli" act thnt might bo of value to 
1lio.se who are taking into consideration 
the advisability of seeking legislation 
in your states along these lines: 

"Xo. I fruit must be well grown speci- 
mens, of on" variety, sound, of nearly 



uniform size, of good color for the var- 
iety, id' normal shape and not less tJian 
ninety per cent, absolutely free from 
blemish." 

Now, Mr. President, T think there aro 
some delegates from B. C. who wish 
to say a word or two and I will leave 
it for theon to treat with that particular 
district. The international character 
of this convention is one to lie encour- 
aged, and I believe that an interchange 
of visits of this kind will do more to- 
ward bringing our people to u better 
understanding than anything else that 
can he inaugurated. It is appalling to 
me. ami I have travelled over and done 
business in some seventeen of your 
northern slates, and most of the i > i- 
miuioti of Canada, to find so much 
ignorance in one country eonce.-ning 
the other, ami nothing will promote our 
happiness more than a better knowl- 
edge of each other. I consider that the 
people of tiie l*uited Slates and t;.."i: 
Britain, and all tin- Englisb-epenking 
nations of the world have a great worn 
in do in advancing the cause of civil- 
ization and maintaining universal peace. 
We would be false to the trust repoS"d 
in us hy a beneficent Providence in 
dealing out to us so large a -measure of 
prosperity, if we did not at least 
endeavor to maintain the peace of the 
world ami observe the commands 'it' 
the iGod whom we profess to serve. If 
we would he worthy of our boasted 
civilization ■ and justify our claims to 
being 'Christian nations, wo must obey 
that Divine proclamation which was 
issued from tiie very throne of Heaven 
nearly two thousand years, and which 
comes to us today still laden with all 
the melody of 'Heavenly music ringing 
down through the uu'es, reverberating in 
the hearts of men and echoing from he

Naval Officer Gives Further De- 
tails of Battle of 

Chemulpo. 



Horrifying Sights and Incidents 
Aboard the Doomed

The Hong Kong Telegraph publishes a 
few iniii'e Interesting details, supplied by 
a naval officer at Chemulpo, In connec- 
tion with the action fought hy the Variag. 
II appears that upon receiving tin- Jap- 
anese Invitation to buttle the Russian cap- 
lain, -unwilling t" expose his crew to such 
terrible odds, and realising that his. chance 
was hopeless, endeavored to obtain tho 
signatures of his officers to terms of cap- 
itulation, This document the commander 
refused to sign, and It was accordingly 
decided tu show light. 

The havoc created among the unprotect- 
ed guns on the upper deck was terrfble, 
the crow of one of the after pieces of 
nrtlllery being all killed by a single shell 
with the exception of an oftleer, a mid- 
shipman, who continued loading and Br- 
ing the gun single handed. 

The assistant navigator, who was em- 
ployed in the top taking the range, was 
blown te atoms hy a shell; nothing Unit 
his hands remaining. 

Seme of tiie llames from the bursting 
shells appeared tu onlookers to cadi as 
high as the masthead, ami the crews were 
wreathed in smoke, tho poisonous fumes 
of which killed several outright. 

The havoc wrough hy Hying splinters was- 
even worse than the actual shells them- 
selves, and It was hy one of these that 
the midshipman, working the after gun 
snig'e handed was put out ot action, a 
splinter hitting him In the face-. Beyond 
the 'oss of slaht In one eye, however, he 
will probably reoovw* 

one poor wretch was lilt by a splinter, 
which caused a three Inch gash across his 
chest, that refuses to show any signs of 
healing. Another was found with his foot 
jammed in some wreckage Just before the 
ship somlc, falling to free It, the men cut 
It off with a sword and the man died of 
shock sbort'y afterwards. 

'Below the upper deck comparative'}- 
Utile damage was done either to the guns, 
crews, or the snip herself, with the ex- 
ception of a shell bursting In one of the 
Belleville boilers. 

The wounded were unattended until the 
arrival of the neutral boats with medical 
assistance, the Burgeon of the Variag. hav- 
ing gone out .if his mind at the commence- 
ment of action.

Barkley Sound, after a bat- 
tle with the furious elements, but the 
evidence was only circumstantial, He 
was told by the Indians the melancholy 
tale of (he large ship standing in close 
lo shore on the night of the big gale, 
and .that the ship seemed to bo in trou- 
ble with her steering gear. It. is now 
supposed that the Lnmornn got ns far 
south ns the Columbia river before she 
met with the adverse winds which 'beat 
her hack to her destruction on the reefs 
of Barkley Sound. Her rudder was 
probably disabled lo such an extent 
as lo be unmanageable. 

The 'Kalltlll wreck, Mr. Wright -says, 
has disappeared, the Indians Having 
managed to save about 150,000 feet of 
her lumber cargo.
